from the village of Brighton. It was a just 
and grateful tribute to the memory of the 
late Jos. Keeler, M. P., that his widow was 
| selected to inaugurate the work of construct 
ing the Murray canal, and the selection was 
| very popular ong tho residents of the dis 
trict, who felt that Mrs, Keolor was tho 
most appropriate porson to porform that 
ceremony, Thore were at least 5,000 spec- 
tators on the ground. A large number of 
the prominent men for many miles around 
were present.

The Highland brigade 
distinguished themselves notably at the re- 
doubts at Tol-el-Kebir, all of which along 
the entire enemy’s lines wore carried at the 
point of the bayonet. At half-past five this 
morning the Highlanders dashed in on tho 
left, completely surprising the enemy, The 
latter, however, soon ral from their sur- 
prise and pluckily replied with volleys of 
musketry, inflicting loss on their assailants 
Lieut. Gordon in the melee killed three 
Egyptian officers with his claymore, The 
British cheered General Wolseley after the 
battle. On onr right the guards and rifles 
carried all before them, ‘The full extent of 
onr loss is not yet known, but it will pro- 
bably reach about 200. The colored troops 
fought nobly. The black Soudan troops on 
the Egyptian side fought pluckily, and 
Arabi’s artillery was well served, but the 
pure Egyptian regiments beba: very 
cowardly. he British cavalry are pushing 
forward on the right toward Zagazig to cut 
off tho retreat of the Egyptians from Kafr- 
el-Dwar. The encmy retreated at fall speed 
toward the desert and Cairo, The High. 
land brigade while in action presented the 
moat martial sight imaginable. At a quarter 
before fiye a.m. the British artillery opened 
fire before the enemy was aware of their 
presence. The British infantry immediately 
afterward prossed forward, deploying and 
opening in fle from. their abaltered post: 
tions. The rebela discovered the British 
when about a mile from their works, and 
opened a heavy fire from rifles, The British 
paused for a moment on the line of Sand’s 
hills to watch the jets fire from the enemy's 
works, and then with a gallant rush were 
among the rebels. The British, acting on 
the general’s orders, reserved their fire and 
went with their bayonets.

Incendiary Fires at Belleville, 


An incendiavy fire at Belleville on the 
7th destroyed Dr. Curlett’s stable. Dr. 
Curlett, in his attempt to get his buggy out, 
got confused in the smoke and had quite a 
narrow escape, Both the engines had no 
sooner got to work than word came of an- 
other and more extensive fire in the lower 
part of the city, No. 1 was ordered to re- 
pair at once to the new fire. It was in tho 
olde.t of the stables and sheds recently oc- 
capied by Lake & Jenkins, the same build- 
ing in which an unsuccessful attempt was 
made by an incendiary last winter, Mr. 
Maxon saw tho fire, which was yet so small 
that he might have covered it with his oap. 
He hastened back to the house for a pail of 
water, but when he got back to the barn 
again the fire had shot up the wall with al- 
most incredible celerity, aud had nearly 
reached the roof, Strenuous efforts were 
made to rescue three horses which were 
stalled near the spot where the fire was rag- 
ing, and which were mad with terror; but 
the animals had to be abandoned to their 
fate, the rapid progress of the flames havin, 
out off all meaas of access to them, an 
they soon poriehod. No. 1 engine was nooa 
joined by No, 2, but the united work of both 
engines and the energetic efforts of the fire- 
mon wore for a time unavailing against the 
rapid spread of the flames, They communi- 
catod to the new wooden driving-sheds and 
stablos, which were only just completed by 
Lake & Jenkins a few weeks ago at a coat 
of $2,500, and the fire was soon bursting 
from them in great sheets ef flame, So 
rapidly did the Hames seize all the inflam- 
wable walls and floors that a great part of 
the contents of the buildings could net be 
removed, and were, of cow consumed; 
but the horses, with the exception of the 
three mentioned, were out in safety, 
From the sheds the fire communicated to 
tho old Lister homostead, on the corner of 
Pinnacle and Bridge streets (lately ocou- 
pied partly as an office for Lake & Jenkins, 
and a residence by Mr, Lake), and the rear 
of the old structure joined in the general 
blaze; but a number of the firemen concen- 
trated their efforts on the building for a 
considerable time, and stopped the flames 
about midway in their destroying march 
Tho gneiont building s ill stands, though 
But a grand ‘banquet 
awaited the fire fiend immediately to the 
south, in Maxon's wood yard, where six or 

vou hundred cords of hard and soft wood 
(mostly hard) was piled, It was not long 
before thia great mass of inflammable mator 
jat was blazing, and it continued to burn, 
notwithstanding that floods of water were 
poured on it, until all had been consumed 
excopt two or three hundred cords of hard

Glass Coating on Metals. 


The following method has been suggested 
for coating metal surfaces with glass, which 
may be found to answer various purposes: 
Take about 125 parts (by weight) of ordin- 
ary flint glass fragments, 20 of car- 
bonate of soda, and 12 parts of boracic acid, 
and melt. Pour the fused mass out on some 
cold surface, as of stone or metal, and pul- 
verize when cooled off, Make a mixture of 
this powder with silicate of soda (water 
glass) of 50° B. With this coat the metal 
to be glazed, and heat in a mufile or other 
furnace until it has fused, This coating is 
is said to adhere very firmly to steel or iron.

Miss Gratz od many of her younger 
days with the Horfmans and other old famifics 
in Now Yerk, with whom she was on inti- 
mate terms, Among her friends at this time 
were the literary wits of Salmagundi. Ma- 
tilda Hoffman, the object of Irving's first, 
last, and only love, was her dearest friend. 
Miss Hoffman, who is described as lovely 
in person and mind, with engaging man- 
ners, delicate sensibilities, an playful hu- 
mor, faded early and died in April, 1809, at 
the age of eighteen. Rebecca was her con- 
stant companion during her illness, sharing 
with the family the cares of her sick bed, 
and holding her in her arms when she died. 
Irving was then twenty-six years old, and 
for the half century of hislife he cherished 
faithfully the memory of his early love. He 
slept with her Bible and prayer ook under 
his pillow, and they were ever his insepar- 
able companions, After his death, a pack- 
Age was found containing some private mem- 
oranda, a miniature of great beauty, a braid 
of fair hair, anda slip of paper containing 
her name in his own hand-writing. In his 
Private note-book he wrote: ‘She died in 
the beauty of her youth, and in my 
memory she will ever be young and beau- 
tiful. Fb 

For many years, during which he studied 
law and was admitted to the bar, Irving's 
naturally gay temperament was overshad- 
owed by this grief, and his frequent inter- 
vals of depression unfitted him for literary 
labor, Engaging in business with his bro- 
ther at Liverpool, he passed much of his 

time abroad. His mercantile career, how- 
ever, proved a failure, and he thenceforth 
devoted himself to literature. It wasin the 
fall of the year 1817 that Scott and Irving 
met for the first time. With a letter of in- 
troduction from the poct Campbell, who 
Was aware of Scott’s high estimate of Ir- 
ying’s genius, the latter visited Abbotsford. 
He was most cordially received and wel- 
comed by Scott himself, who came limping 
down to the gute, attended by his favorite 
stag-hound, and his hand ina way 
that made Irving f if they werealready 
old friends,  * * 

To this friendship we owe the character 
of Rebecca in ** Ivanhoe.” Dnring one of 
their many conversations, when personal 
and family affairs were the topics, Irving 
spoke of his own, and Miss Hoffman's cher- 
ished friend, Rebecca Gratz, of Philadel- 

hia, described her wonderful beauty, re- 

ted the story of her firm adherence to her 
religious faith under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, and particularly illustrated her 
loveliness of character, and zealous philan- 
trophy. Scott was deeply interested and 
impressed, and conceived the plan of em- 
bodying the pure, moral sentiment, that 
like a thread of silver ran through the story. 
Although ‘‘ Rob Roy,” was then unfinished, 
he was already revolving in his mind the 
plotand characters of “‘lvanhoe.” He im-

THE WAR OVER. 
All Egypt Submissive. 


1b 
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From the daily papers. 


Tho following particulars of the occupa- 
tion of Cairo by General Drury Lowe are 
rom ono of tho officers of the cavalry; We 
cached Belbeis on the evening of the bat: 
lo; after slight skirmishing we took possos- 
ion and halted there that night. In the 
morning we started carly, and pushed 
straight on to Cairo, keeping Ca the bor- 
dera of the desert. At every village tho 
people came with white flags and proclaimed 
thomselves faithful to the khedive, We 
overtook large numbers of the fugitives, 
who threw away their arms and made signs 
of submission. When toward evening we 
arrived in front of the Alabashia barracks, 
outside of Cairo, we were met by the officer 
in command, with a squadron of cavalry in 
extended order across the plain, with white 
flags tied to their carbines. ‘The officer in- 
formed General Lowe that the town and 
garrison surrendered, and that no opposi- 
tion would be offered. He also stated that 
all was quiet, and that no popular outbreak 
had taken blace, He oxpressed his readi- 
ness to make arrangements to supply ra- 
ions to the men and forage to the hors 

Ithough the commanding officer expressed. 
himself thus peaceably, the situation for a 
short time was critical, as 10,000 infantry 
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ation of order 

Egypt is now attracting attention in Eng 
land and on the continent.

finished task.

The Highlanders in Egypt. 


There can be no doubt that the British 
forces of all nationalities did their duty 
bravely and impetuously at Tel-cl-Kebir 
Tho English rogiments, especially the hor 
hold troops and the cavalry, displayed their 
usual gallantry, whilst the Royal irish and 
the Connaught Rangers won fresh laurels in 
that bad quarter of an hour for Arabi Pasha. 
But the brunt of the first assault foll upon 
the Highlanders. Sir Garnet Wolseley se- 
lected them,as they bave long been selected, 
for the heaviest business; and how nobly 
they upheld their traditional prowess! 

In the front moved forward four regi- 
monts whose colors reminded them of the 
historic credit it was theirs to maintain. 
The 74th, the Camerons, the Gordons, and, 
not least of all, the undaunted ‘Black 
watch,” after a silent night march, unre- 
lieved by bugle note or sound of haman 
voice—the Highland brigade, to the sound 
of their shrill national pipes, leaped forward 
to irresistible conquest. Every man of them 
swelled with the pride of his clan. There 
was the glorious reputation of acentury and 
a quarter in his memory, and he fought as 
if upon his single arm ce the glory 
of his corps, aud, above all, his tartan. 

On how many fields and under what 
strange skies have Scotland’s kilted war- 
riors fought with the same unflinchiny 
valor! The wisdom of Chatham tordiell 
their claymores against France. It was the 
Highlanders upon whom Wolfe relied. They 
sprang up the precipice above Quebec, and 
it was their impetuosity mainly that carried 
the day upon the plains of Abraham and 
gave Canada to the British crown, Ever 
since, in all the wara of England, the fore- 
most part has been theirs. Over eighty 
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bad formed in parade at the time. How- 
over, the firmness of the attitude of the 
British officer had its effect; the Egyptian 
troops, piling their arms, re-entered their 
quarters.

Moro than that, their very appearance in 
the field has strongly impressed foes, both 
barbarian and civilized, In India and Egypt 
tho onect of Highlanders produces a panic, 
‘and even Napoleon onaparto had a ner- 
vons dread of thom. ‘Tho spirit of the 
«\cilties” commanded his grim reapect. 
Once ho ealled upon a piper who had Itai 
takon prisoner to play tho martial airs used 
amongst the clans, At length he asked the 
man to play a retreat. ‘Na, na,” said 
Donald, “I néverlearnod to play a retreat,” 
In a trnor sense than Napoleon’s old guard, 
the Highlander dies, but never surrenders 
or turns his back on the foe.

The Steamer ‘Asia’ founders. on 
Lake Huron with Forty- 
Five souls on board, 


The ateamor Asia, of the Great Northern 
Transit Co.'s line, foundered on Lake Huron 
on the Mth. ‘The following is a statement 
of Mr, D. A. Tinkiss, who, with n Miss 
Morrison, wero tho only survivors of the 
wreck: The steamer was crowded, all the 
atate-rooms being full, and many of the pas- 
songers lying on the sofas and tho cabin 
floor.

Oats were late in ripening, and in some of 
the western counties shelled badly in har- 
vesting, but they will be fally an average 
crop. 

Peas are rather a light crop partly owing 
to the ravages of their unfailing enemy, the 
bug, and partly to unfavorable weather. 

A large quantity of fall wheat has been 
threshed, but very little has yet been mar- 
keted, and prices are uusettled. Tho dam- 
age done to the grain crops by the sepia 
rains of August will be fully balauced by 
the luxuriant pastures they helped to its: 
duce, and the consequent benefit to live 
stock and dairy interests. Correspondents 
almost unanitnously report that the pastures 
were never better, that live stock are in ex- 
cellent condition, and that the year has 
been a most prosperous one for dairymen. 
The supply of store cattle, largely on account 
of the prevailing high prices, is small; and, 
owing partly to the same cause and partly to 
the ravages of the pea bug, pork promises al 
soto be rather asgarce article. ‘‘Pink-eye’ 
is reported from the county of Essex, some 
horses haying died of the disease, and a 
siderable number haying been disabl 
for work. 

Owing to the ‘‘heaving” of the plants last 
winter, the crop of clover seed will be much 
bolow the average throughout the province. 
» The most. favorable reports in the west 
come from some of the Lake Erie counties, 
where the prospect is said to be ‘fair,’ co 
ditional, however, on a continuance of dry 
weather and the absence of frost. In some of 
the eastern counties Alxike clover is exten- 
sively grown, and it stood the winter well. 
Of timothy seed there will be an ayerage sup- 
ply. From all quarters Soreoevoat ite 
report that the new seeding has had a splen- 
did ‘‘catch”—the best in mauy years—and 
there is a fine prospect for an abundant crop 
next year. 4 

Tho corn has had much to contend against 
this year. Owing to the cold and wet 
weather of May it waa planted late, and tho 
soil was in tho worst possible condition to 
promote its growth, ‘I'he low temperature 
of June and Jnly was scarcely less unfavor 
able, and many fields were re-planted. At 
the ond of July the outlook was cheerless in 
the extreme, and the most sanguine of cor- 
respondents in the best corn-growing coun: 
ties did not look for more than half a crop. 
But the month of August transformed the 
prospect; warm days and geal showers 
vid wonders for the corn, and the reports of 
correspondents this month aro greatly al- 
tered in tone, Tho crop as a whole will 
acarcely reach an Average, and there are 
many poor ficlda, but itis a vory great im:

The object of this investation, however, 
Was not to discover evidence of any connec.

Tt can casily be understood that one of the 
necessitics of Mmo, Enault’s method of prac- 
tice is that she should be able to avoid calls 
ather place of residence.

Thirty years since the late Mr. Burrell 
bogan the manufacture of axes in Belleville, 
making then some eight axes per day, which 
were hammered out in the oldfashioned 
manner; and this was the germ from which 
the present extensive manufactory origin- 
ated. 

A good article, the axes then manufac- 
tured won for themselves a name, so that 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land & Burrell axe was the guarantee of a 
good axe, The industry grew steadily un- 
til at the present time it is the largest 
manufactury of the kind in Canada. It is 
only during the last few years that the in- 
| dustry has advanced with rapid strides, the 
output having more than doubled since 1880. 

The manufactory is well worth a visit. 
From the office to the building in the rear 
men are busily engaged in labelling and 
packing away the finished axes in boxes 
that are made on the premises. To the 
| right is the tempering room, where is por- 
formed the most delicate process in the 
manufacture. Further onjs the workshop, 
| where ponderous machinery and great ham- 
| mers mould the heated iron and steel into 
shape. Adjoining is located the grinding 
room, where large grindstones are constant- 
ly shaping the rough axes, when they pass 
to the finishing room, where half a dozen 
emery wlicels are kept busy polishing and 
finishing them. 

Thronghout the establishment between 
seventy and eighty hands are employed, 
whose weekly wages amount to about $700, 
and new machinery is being added, so that 
the present output of 700 axes por Cay, or 
more than an axe per minute, will shortly 
bo greatly inereasod. ‘This increase is made 
imperative by the demand, the proprietor 
having six months’ orders ahead, The in- 
crease, ho says, is due very much to the de- 
mand in the Northwest. 

Throughout the establishment the faces 
of many old hands are seen, some of whom 
worked with Mr, Burrell when ho began 
business, the foremav, Archie Rawley, be- 
ing one of the oldest hunds in the establish 
ment. During the past year a new cighty- 
five horse power ongine was added, which 
gives ample power. 

It is tho intention of the proprietor to 
keep up to the times, aod he coutidentially 
expects within the next six months to be 
mantifacturing 1,200 axes daily, or an ayer

On Sunday, 10th inst., an excursion train 
ran from Buffalo to Bradford, Pa, and 

assing Arcade quite early in the morning, 
Fear juded to take advantage of this op: 
rtunity of visiting the oil regions; also 
aying the pleasure of riding over the fam- 
ous and Plobareaane, Alleghany range of 
mountains. by rail, As our train arrived 
within sixteen miles of Olean, we could see 
hundreds of large oil tanks on both sides of 
the railroad, until we reached tho above 
city. I was told the capacity of those tanks 
was 15,000 wallons each. This place is com- 
monly called the city of tanks. Oa reach- 
ing Olean, the large coal oil refinery was 
running fall blast, and to see the rush of 
people and. amount, of business doing, a 
stranger would not imagine it was Sunday. 
At 10 o'clock we exchanged cara, and took 
the Oleau, Bradford & Warren railroad for 
Bradford, over the mountains, Our train 
comprised two engines and seven coaches, 
This road is three feet gauge. » We soon ar- 
rived at Rock City, on top of the mountain 
Our train stopped over an hour, giving us 
ample time for viewing this wonderfal 
place, and judging from the large number of 
rocks and their peculiar shapes, I think the 
place richly deserves the name of Rock City 
of the Alleghanics, as it is usually called 
Numerous rooks and oil derricks are visible 
as far a4 a person could gee with the naked 
eyo. Hundreds of our party weat down the 
side of the mountain about, three-quarters 
of a mile,through the large crevices between 
the rock,to examine the peculiar shapes and 
sizes of those monarchs, Thence we Tan 
down the other side of the mountain ‘to 
Bradford, and found this to bo a nicely built 
city ands very euterprising place. I can 
confidentially say there was almost as much 
business done that day (Sunday) as there 
generally is in Belleville on Saturday 
Nearly all the stores were open, and the 
clerks were kopt busy waiting on customers, 
which was rather a strange sight for a 
Canadian to witness, After about three 
hours stay our train steamed up for the rev 
turn trip, and arrived in Buffalo the same 
evening. I might just mention that if any 
of your readors are contemplating a visit to 
Budulo, or that vicinity, it would amply re- 
pay theni to take # ride on the world ro: 
nowned narrow gauge railway over the 
mountains, and seo for themselves, as it is 
impossible for me to describe this grand 
scenery.

IMPROVEMENTS IN KILLING. 


Sugecstions for Making War Still Moro 
Destructive. 


Are no discoveries possible which should 
radically alter all the conditions of fighting, 
and either render war impossible or give 
certain victory to those who dare faco such 
destructive machines? It ismost improb- 
able. The human race has been stu ving 
the art of war for four thousand years, an 
has discovered exceedingly little, except 
thatan explosive ina confined space will 
drive a miasle a long Way. They have learn- 
ed to throw stones scientifically. Since 
Agincourt, man has improved on the dis- 
covery of (ele but has invented 
nothig absolutely original. For thirty years 
the mos: learned chemists, the most invent- 
ive mechanicians, the most scientificsoldiers, 
have devoted their minds to the subject, 
with a kind of fury of eagerness prompted 
at once by the love of fame, by patriotism, 
and by the hope of rewards, which, to some 
of them, like Mr. Whitworth, Sir W. Arm- 
strong, and Herr Krupp, have been granted 
with a lavish hand, and they have discovered 
nothing. They have made bigger guns and 
better shells, and more explosive powder, 
and have devised clever ways of keeping 
shells out, but thatis all. The way of kill- 
ing soldiers is to fire little bullets through a 
small barrel ;the way of destroying works 
is tofire big bullets through afbig 1— 
and that is all, New explosives have been 
discovered, but no new way of throwing 
them the required distance. If ships ever 
touched, or nearly touched, as in Nelson’s 
time, we suppose a catapult might throw a 
barrel of nitro-glycerine which, exploding 
downward, would annihilate the enemy's 
vessel ; but the experiment has been tried. 
A ship which approached so close could ram; 
and such a Darrel, no: being driven by an ex- 
plosive, could be kept off by « wire net- 
ting. \ ? 4 

The only two directions in which even 
dreamers can see a probability of much 
change are the use of electricity or the use 
of balloons, and of cither, the prospect is 
very slight. We can doa great deal with 
the lightning, but we cannot throw it, nor 
is it easy to conceive how it could’be darted 
except through a conductor.
